The movement of wheat 
in international trade has been 
lower than during the same weeks 
of any recent year . Most of the de- 
crease is reflected in Australian and 
North American shipments; the 
large Argentine crop is being steadt- 
ly pressed for sale on United King- 
dom, European, and even Oriental 
markets. 

World prices of wheat have de- 
clined slightly during the pust 
month, with currency prices weaker 
than gold prices. The ‘Liverpool May 
future on March 17 approximated 39 


gold cents per bushel, compared 
with 38 cents on February 16. Chica- 
go prices have fallen) more than 


prices on the Winnipeg market and 
the spread between the May futures 
haus been reduced to about 19 or 20 
cents. The wide spread of 25 or 26 
cents a bushel existing between 
Canadian No, 1 Northern and Argen- 


tine Barusso at Liverpool narrowed 
only fractionally during the past 
month. 


Supplies of wheat available for 
export and carryover amounted to 
817 million bushels on ‘March 1, 1934, 
compared with 920 million bushels 
on ‘March 1, 1933.

Protective Measures 
Suggested to Combat 
Grasshopper Menace 


The following suggestions coming 
from an authoritative source give a 
brief outline of how to combat. the 
grasshopper plague which threatens 
the 1934 crop. on the Canadian 
prairies. 

1. Seeding of stubble lands sholild 
be avodied unless deeply fall-plowed 
or spring-plowed. 

2. Crops should be protected by 
(a) deeply plowing a four-rod guard 
strip around all stubble land before 
May 12; (b) tilling any stubble land 
after May 12 from the outside toward 
the certre, and in strips, to crowd 
young ‘hoppers away from crops so 
they may be poisoned economically. 

3. Grasshoppers may be controlled 
effectively and cheaply by poisoning. 
Watch should be kept for young 
"hoppers after May 12 on stubble 
fields, or in weedy or abandoned crop 


lands and on roadsides or  head- 
lands. 

Farmers should warn their muni- 
cipal office of grasshoppers first

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NEW MILL RATE 
JUGGLES TAXES 


Municipal RateLower Taxes for 
Some and Higher for Others 


A re-shuffling of the various tax 
levies in Bassano will result in high- 
er taxes for some ratepayers and 
lower taxes for others, according to 
figures submitted and passed by the 
town council at their meeting last 
Tuesday evening. 


Faced with the necessity of in- 
creasing the hospital taxes 3 mills 
and supplementary taxes 1} mills, 
both increases beyond their control, 
the council made a reduction of two 
mills in the municipal levy to pre- 
vent a general tax Increase. 


The general result of the 1934 levy 
will be a gros, revenue approximate- 
ly the same ag last year, with slight- 
ly higher taxes for property on 
which there ig little or no building 
improvement, and slightly lower 
taxes on property with substantial 
building improvements. 

The hospital tax has been boosted 
three points, from five to eight mills. 
This levy is on land only. The Bas- 
sano Municipal Hospital District 
fixed a requisition of $828 for the 
town this year, $193 higher than 
last year, The increase results 
from the working out of a Plan to 
re-adjust the taxes of the hospital 
district on a per capita basis. The 
plan was put into effect a little more 
than a year ago, and re-adjustment 
Wag to be spread over a two-year 
period. In 1932 Bassano’s total hos- 
pital tax was $400. Last year it 
was $635, and this year it is $828. 


The supplementary revenue tax is 
a requisition fixed by the provincial 
government. The levy this year 
necessitates an increase from one- 
half mill to one and three-quarter 
mills. This tax ig on land only. 


To offset these tax increases the 
council sought a reduction of three 
mills jn the general municipal levy, 
which includes taxes on land, build- 
ings, and improvements. The Board 
of Public Utilities 
allowed a cat of only two mills. 

The school rate is the same as 
last year at 10 mills,

For ages men and animals have 
been judged by their ancestors A 
long pedigree was a guarantee of 
excellence 

Now ther eis a tendency to say, 
“T don't care s0 much about) your 
father, What T want to know is 
What) kind of marks is) your son 
getting in school?” 

At least, this is the test that is 
now being applied to animals to be 
used for breeding purposes. It is a 
sevsible pla nof view. If you are 
breeding chickens to produce heavy 
egg-layers, the records of their off- 
spring form the best evidence of 
your flock’s value 

Data of this kind is) particularly 
useful in the case of males, for 
males have just as much influence 
as females on the quality of their 
progeny, and the descendants of a 
male breeder are alWays much more 
numerous than the descendants of 
any single female It not infre- 
quently happens that males of good 
pedigree are found actually to be of 
low value as breeders wher accu- 
rately appraised by progeny testing. 

A preat deal of careful detail work 
is necek’sury in carrying Out progeny 
testing All breeders and chicks 
rust be identified by banding, the 
nating that produces each egg must 
be Known, the hens must be trap- 
nested and each egg must be 
marked 

Then records must be kept of the 
history of each egg and of the chick 
it produces, with special reference lo 
the egg production of each femule 
kept for the purpose 


Properly kept, these records will} 


show just) what kind o foffspring 
can be expected from each mating. 

This method of breeding is | Un- 
questionably the best that his so far 
been devised for improving — breeds 
and developing animals along any 
desired lines. 

While chiefly of interest to the 
expert breeder, it is bound in time to 
affect the whole poultry industry 
and should tend to reduce some of 
the present hazards of the business. 
Certainly the buyer sof eggs or live 
birds fromm progeny-tested — flocks 
should be able to figure his own 
returns With greater confidence. 

Progeny-testing methods are be- 
ing inereasingly used by breeders 
and many of them are featuring this 
fact.

The human family can be divided 
irto those who are sick and those 
who are well, but such a sweeping 
division ignores the various grades 
of health.

Health has been described as the 
harmonious working of all parts of 
the body. ‘Loss of harmony means 
loss of health ,and when discord oc- 
curs We have disease. A certain 
level of health is par. This level is 
not the same for any two individuals 
because no two individuals are 
born with the same physical and 
mental capacities. 

When we say that a man is physi- 
cally below par we mean that he has 
|fallen below the health level which 
he can and should maintain. This 
loss of health usually occurs gradu- 
ally There are certain diseases 
which strike suddenly, but = most 
diseases are insidious In their onset 
and, for that reason, the term 
\‘‘below par" should be accepted as | 
ja warning of the possible onset of | 


| disease. \ 


One of the most common symp 
toms of declning health is fatigue. | 
''The individual may say that he has | 
{lost hig pep, or that he is always} 
jtired, or that he feels “all in.” | 
Everyone experiences fatigue, but | 
can evercome it by rest. It is the 
chronic fatigue or the unusual 
fatigue which should be looked into. { 

The rormal healthy person keeps ' 
his weight about the same level. He 
may add a few poundg or take off a, 
few, depending upon his physical | 


activity, but his weight is fairly | 
uniform A steady loss of weght, | 
for no apparent reason, should | 
never be disregarded. Repeated 


colds, a persistent cough, or faint- 
ing spells, should all be viewed in, 
the same way | 
The person who has his physical 
condition checked through periodic 
health examination will not) drift 
into the below” par state. The 
periodic health examination — will 
reveal any abnormal condition — or 
faulty habits of living, and these can 
be corrected before health suffers. 
The person who has not had his 
physical condition checked in this 
manner assumes the serfous respon- 
sibility for his own health of notic- | 
ing any condition which suggests 
that his health s slipprg away from 
him, and og securing treatment be- 
fore serioug harm results. Un- 
fortunately we are apt to find some 
ready excuse for the below — par 
feeling, and so go on in a false 
sense of security, thus losing the 
precious time when treatment might 
be most helpful 
Early adequate treatment is al- 
ways best because it is the most ef- | 
fective, and it is always the least 
expersive in the long run.
